J apanese Suicide 
Boat To Be Shown 
In Pahokee Tuesday 


The Navy Club of U. S. A. will 
have on exhibition in the city of 
Pahokee one of their mobile ex- 
hibits on Tuesday, Feb. 10th. This 
exhibit will be on display in front 
of Bolton's Rexall Drug Store be- 
tween the hours of 9:30 a. m. and, 
9:30 p. m. There Is No Admission 
Charge. However, voluntary dona- 
tions are gratefully accepted ani 
funds so raised help the Navy 
Club of U.S.A. carry on their ex- 
tensive welfare and rehabilitation 
program. 

The feature of this exhibit is a 
captured Japanese suicide PT boat. 
The PT boat is known in Japan 
as the Shinyotie, which translated 
means earthrocking boat. It is. 18 
feet long and is powered by a Jap- 
anese built six-cylinder engine of 
American design and is capable of 
a speed as high as 50 knots per 
hour. In the bow of the ship there 
was a 675-pound anti-submarine 
depth bomb rigged with a contact 
head, and it was the suicide pilot's 
job to ram this ship into one of 
our vessels. This suicide pilot wa3 
expected to join his ancestors after 
the fulfillment of his mission, and 
the Shinyotie was part of the fan- 
tical plans made by the Japanese 
for the defense of their home is- 
llands. This PT boat was captured 
intact at Amami O'Shima in th» 
Ryuku Islands, and was brought 
to this country by the Navy De- 
partment for test and observation. 
It is now loaned to the Navy Club 
of U.S.A. and is being toured na- 
tionally by them.
